Duke Charles complain'd againſt this De- 
cree and Violence at' Vienna, and alledged 
that his Subjects were perverted from their 
Allegiance by the Elector of Hanover, who 
encouraged: them to. abandon their Houſes, 
and to refide in his Country; and that to 
ſome of them he allowed thirty Crowns per 
Month, e P43" e e 

Whereupon on the 27th of April, and 
12th of May, 1719, he obtained an Order 
that the Commiſſorial Troops ſhould quit 
the Poſſeſſion of the Town and Caſtle of 


Suerin, which laſt was his ducal Reſidence. 


The Elector of Hanover, on the 12th of 
June 1719, repreſented againſt this Evacua- 
tion; and alledg'd, that in caſe the Commiſ- 
ſorial Troops ſhould withdraw from Swerin, 
and the Duke become Maſter of it, as he was 
ſtill off Domi on the Elbe, he could inter- 
cept the Troops of Execution belonging to 
the Commiſſioners. That Rofock, moreover, 
being a defenceleſs and ruined Place, it could 
not poſſibly, without a ſtrong Garriſon, reſiſt 


any Attack that ſhould be made upon it; ſo 
that it was neceſſary to keep a fufficientNum- 
ber of Troops in the Country, to ſecond the 

Garriſon of Reftock in caſe of Need; adding,

that if his Imperial Majeſty had not Con fidence 
enough in the Commiſſioners to ſuffer them 
to act as they found it convenient, they choſe 
rather to withdraw their Troops than to Have 
them expoſed, 


On the Zoth of June, 1719, an 1 
VoTUM, as it is called, was granted confar- 
mable to this Repreſepration ; ;: and the 
Troops of Hanover and . lfembuttel conti- 
nued the Execution of the Impetial Man- 
date, and kept the Poſſeſſion of Mech lem- 
| bourg, and the Adminiſtration of the Govern- 
ment, to the Time of the Death of his late 
Majeſty. 


On the Death of the late King of Griat 
Britain, in Fune 1727, the Emperor alledg- 
ing that the Commiſion granted jointly to 
the Elector of Hanover, and to the Duke of 
Wolfembuttel, ceas d in the Demiſe of the for- 
mer. On the 11th of May, 1728, N. 8. 
made a Decree, wherein he renews the Suſ- 
penſion of Duke Charles; and places the Ad- 
miniſtration of the Government of Mecklem-| 
bourg, and the Execution of his Mandate in 
the Hands of Chriſtiern Lewis his younger 
Brother; and in the eighth Article thereof 
joins to him the King of Prufſia as Duke of 
Magdebourg, and Codirector of the Circle of 
the Lower Saxony.

In a Memorial, which FO followed, 
he aſſigns theſe Reaſons for having taken that 
Step: Firſt, that during the Number of Years 
wherein the Troops of Hanover and Wolfem- 
buttel had been in Mecklembourg, the Expence 
of that Commiſſion had been very great, fo 
great as to amount to more than eleven hun- 
dred thouſand Rix Dollars, the Accounts

brurg, but in the King of Pruſſia, who hag a 
Title to the eventual Succeſſion of this Dutchy, 
and raiſe a Clamour amongſt all the Princes 
of Germany againſt the Emperor. 


Sccondly, It is well known that the King 
of Pruſſia, as Codirector of the Circle of the 


Lower Saxony, has made prefling Inſtances | 


to be inſerted in the Commiſſion ; and the 
complying with his Requeſt would not only 


have cauſed great Inconveniencies, but have

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This Memorial was ill reliſh d at W 
and appearing in that critical Time wherein 
the Court of Great Britain was well with 
France, and at variance with the Emperor, 
ſoon received an Anſwer; wherein it is al- 
ledged, that at the Commencement of this 
Affair, it was dangerous for the Commiſſion. 
ers to intermeddle, the Dake of Mecklenibourg 
having implor'd. the Aſſiſtance of the Czar 
of Muſcovy, to prevent the Execution of the 
Imperial Mandates, and that they thereby 
expos'd their own Dominions to o che Inva. 


That the Expences of the Commiſſion are 
not to undergo a Liquidation, becauſe they | 
only conſiſt of plain Articles, allow d of by the 
Emperor, and of Intereſt thereupon, accord. 
ing to the Imperial Conſtitution, 1 


That it is the Emperor's Fault that the Ex- 
pences are ſo great, ſince, in compliance with 
his Inclinations, the Commiſſioners ſuffered 
the Funds appointed for their Payment to be 
diverted, and have allowed great Sums to be 
iſſued from the Chamber of Mecklembourg 
for other Purpoſes; and ſo Money falling 
ſhort, they have been obliged to ſupply-them- 
ſelves the Expences of the Execution, and 
the Charge of driving out ſome thouſands of 
Ruſſian and Mecklembourg Troops.

Having thus made a plain Repreſentation 
of the Affairs of Mecklembourg, I think I have 
taken all Opportunity of Triumph from tbe 
Author of the Intereſt, &c, and ſhewn that 
the late Elector of Hanover was very defirous 
of continuing 'his footing in Mecklembourg ; | 
and that as he furniſhed Money from his 
own Funds to drive the Czar out of that 
Country, the Czar may roperly be faid to 
have given him more-Offence, by interfering. 
in the Affairs of that Dutchy, than to 1 o- 
ther Princes of Germany. 


And though it is faid in | the Auster Juſt | 
quoted, that the Com miſſioners pretended to no
